Statement 
Calls Racism 
Un-American 


New Orleans —{NC}— A 
unit of the Catholic Committee 
of the South has issued 
a 10-point statement to support 
its charge that Southern white 
Supremacy groups who organ- 
ize “racism” are “anti-American, 
anti-Catholic, antisouthern and ir- 
religious.” 

e committee’s commission on 
human rights released its state- 
ment here in response-to a request 
by a spokesman for a white su- 
premacy group -who invited the 
commission to explain the basis for 
its charges. 

Father Joseph H. Fichter, S. J., 
is the founder and moderator of 
the commission on human rights. 

Calling the “un-American ac- 
tivities” of Southern white su- 
premacy groups “the greatest 
threat to the greatest number 
of people,” the commission’s 
statement listed 10 points to 
substantiate its charge that the 
actions of these groups have 
been anti-American in both spir- 
it and practice. Each point was 
in response to specific actions 
taken by Southern white suprem- 
acists.

As a symbol of the intimate con- 
nection between ecclesiastical law

THE LAW of the Church, Pope 
Pius continued, should certainly 
not oppress the things of spiritual 
and supernatural value which it is 
called to serve. He mentioned in 
this connection that the Church is 
very often criticized for acting 
rigidly; especially in problems that 
arise in protecting the indissolu- 
bility of the Sacrament of Matri- 
mony. 

“She does not proceed in these 
matters withot feeling and with 
rigorous judgment as though she 
were indifferent to the tragedy that 
often occurs in some instances,” he 
said. “The Church acts merely in 
the faithful application of the laws 
of marriage which her Divine 
Founder instituted and which she

seem to have official approval. 

They are all the more damaging to 

prestige.

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Withdraw Bills 
Aimed At Schools 
Which Integrate 


Baton Rouge, La—(NC)—Two 
Louisiana segregation bills which 
were aimed at crippling schools 
which integrate have been with- 
drawn. Had the bills become law 
they would have seriously affected 
Catholics schools in the state. 

One measure would have ended 
tax exemption for Church-support- 
ed and private schools if they in- 
tegrated. The companion bill 
would have prevented state col- 
lege or university recognition of 
certificates held by graduates of 
integrated schools. It would also 
have cut off certain funds and free 
services from such schools. 


THE BILLS were reported un- 
favorably by. the state’s senate 
education committee and were 
finally withdrawn on motion of 
the sponsors after they reached 
the floor of the senate on a mi- 
nority report.
